A TROUBLES OME PLA NT. 


Go v ernment Spending Tho usands T ry ­ 
ing to Co ntro l Water Hy acinth. 
The watet hy acinth, the beautiful 
marine plant of green leaves and ex­ 
quisite tiowers, which has done such 
great damage to commerce in Loui­ 
siana and <*ast Texas, is making Its 
appearance in the ship channel. 
A few' y ears ago, say s the Houston 1 
'Post, the water hy acinth was brought'real winter we 
from Florida to Louisiana as a floral 
ornament. 
Last y ear the government 
expended $200,000 in an effort to con­ 
trol the pest and has only partly suc­ 
ceeded. 
Streams and bay ous which once car­ 
ried big barges of lumber in Louisiana 
and eastern Texas have been closed to 
navigation by the rank vegetation of 
the hy acinth. 
The Sabine river above Orange has 
become filled with the plants, and It Is 
related that these all grew from a few 
plants carelessly thrown into the river 
by some housewife when the plants 
she had in a tub as an ornament be-1 
came too numerous. 
The matter has been brought to the 
attention of the city authorities, and 
steps have already been taken to de­ 
stroy ' Uffore it is too late all the hy a­ 
cinths at Sam Houston park and those 
v.hlch have got into tin* bay ou. 
A 
boat is to he sent along the low'er 
reaches and all hy acinths carefully 
gathered and destroy ed. 
It is antici­ 
pated that there may he some legisla­ 
tive* action prohibiting tin* growing of 
those plants near a navigable stream 
and punishing any one so careless as 
to throw any of them into a stream 
which is of any use for any purpose.

The Korean q u estion, and the q u estion of 
naval su premacy on the waters of the Pacific, involved vital 
Japanese interests, and the Immense importance of these inter 
ests was so clearly u nderstood and so fu lly appreciated by the 
Japanese people that the war for their protection was a national 
war. 
Japanese soldiers, deeply consciou s of the bearing that 
their exploits might have on the fu tu re of the cou ntry, fou ght with a self 
sacrificing devotion and a stu bbornness that we had never seen in any war 
in which we had previou sly been engaged. 
Sometimes, in villages that we hu d 
taken by assau lt, a handfu l of Jajamese soldiers wou ld barricade themselves 
in native hou ses and die there rather than retreat or su rrender. Japanese 
officers who fell into ou r hands—even wou nded officers—generally committed 
su icide.
